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MICHIGAN  BANKNOTES  AND  SCRIP 


Sometimes  just  a tidbit  of  information  from  one  collector 
will  greatly  enlighten  another  collector.  Sometimes  it  is  only 
interesting  reading.  let  us  transfer  to  this  page  several  bits 
and  nieces  from  scribbled  memos  of  several  months. 

The  BANK  OF  WHITE  PIGEON,  in  St.  Joseph  County  near  the  Indi- 
ana border  was  of  short  duration.  Bowen  states  it  was  organiz- 
ed March  1,  1838,  and  closed  the  same  year,  and  no  cashier  had 
been  appointed.  Bowen  says  that  any  signatures  appearing  on 
the  banknotes,  $1  - $2  - $5  - $10,  are  spurious  as  no  bills 
were  signed  or  put  in  circulation.  He  pictures  the  $2  bill 
with  spurious  signatures.  The  handwritten  date  of  July  Lj. , 1839 
appears,  after  the  bank  was  closed.  The  bank  president  was 
Daniel  Howell.  D,  C.  Wismer,  in  the  June  1927  Numismatist  says 
the  bank  was  incorporated  in  1837. 

The  FARMERS  BANK  OF  GENESEE  COUNTY  shows  the  town  name  as 
Flint  Rapids.  Eight  different  notes  are  known,  the  $5  showing 
Samson  and  the  lion.  When  organized  the  cashier  was  listed  as 
Robert  M.  Morrison,  but  the  signature  of  R.  J.  S.  Page  appears 
as  cashier  on  the  notes.  These  notes  were  not  accepted  by  the 
land  bank  when  early  settlers  arrived  to  make  land  claims.  The 
US  Government  would  accept  only  hard  specie. 

The  notes  of  the  BANK  OF  ST.  CLAIR  are  mentioned  in  the  1880 
History  of  Livingston  County,  page  23.  Bowen  lists  26  different 
notes  in  his  book  and  says  the  bank  ’"removed  to  Detroit  July  7, 
l8l;2,  lh%  Jefferson  Ave.,  and  closed  l81;5.n  The  1880  history 
states  "Mr.  Ralph  Fowler  (for  whom  Fowlerville  was  named),  in 
speaking  of  times  in  Livingston  County  in  18LN-M5,  says  at  that 
time  he  hauled  his  wheat  to  Detroit,  and  there  sold  it  at  hlitf  a 
bushel,  receiving  his  pay  in  bills  of  the  St.  Clair  Bank,  which 
failed  before  he  left  the  city,  and  he  sold  the  money  at  fifty 
percent  of  its  face.  ’You  could  not,’  says  Mr.  Fowler,  ’sell 
the  best  fat  cow  in  town  for  five  dollars  in  money. ’ People 
became  discouraged  at  the  very  abundance,  and  some  returned  to 
their  old  homes  in  New  York  State,  though  probably  most  of  them 
came  back  to  Michigan  afterwards. 

The  PHOENIX  COPPER  CO.  in  Phoenix,  Keweenaw  County,  was  incor- 
porated March  3I»  l81;9.  In  Bowen’s  brown  book  are  listed  notes 
of  $1,  $5,  $10  and  $20  - this  scrip  having  been  printed  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  of  Boston.  Appearing  on  each  note  is  a 
phoenix,  a mythical  bird  of  ancient  Egypt,  supposed  to  rise 
from  flames  according  to  Chandler’s  Encyclopedia  of  1899.  In 
May  1927  Wismer  lists  only  the  $10.  In  1899  this  company  became 
the  Phoenix  Consolidated  Copper  Co. 

The  three  earliest  MICHIGAN  NATIONAL  BANKS  to  receive  charter 
numbers  were  the  First  National  Banks  of  Ann  Arbor,  Fenton  and 
Detroit,  in  that  order.  Ann  Arbor  is  low  #22.  Fenton,  earlier 
known  as  Dibbleville  and  then  Fentonville,  was  chartered  #8l 
just  under  the  name  Fenton.  Detroit  is  #97.  One  charter  number 
listed  under  Michigan  in  Friedberg's  l;th  Edition  is  in  error. 
Number  6021;,  the  Childress  National  Bank  of  Childress,  is  not  in 
Michigan.  likely  this  should  be  Texas.  A City  National  Bank  is 
listed  as  #5992  under  Childress  in  Texas.  Can  anyone  enlighten 
us  as  to  charter  #6021;? 

Banknotes  of  TOLEDO,  MICHIGAN  are  mighty  scarce,  not  recogniz- 
ed by  Bowen,  apparently  printed  before  the  Toledo  War  1836-37. 
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Residents  of  Peirce  City  MO,  years  ago,  were  angry  when  the 
Fed  Govt,  believed  to  be  the  EEP,  forced  them  to  change  the 
snelling  to  Pierce  City.  Phe  Govt  arrued  that  all  other  Pierce 
names  in  US  were  snell ed  "ie"  and  minted  National  Notes  Wii?.?S 
as  Pierce  City.  Notice  same  building,  1900  above,  and  195P  be- 
low without  horses  & buggies.  Courtesy  John  J.  Nichols  rrlb  ’ .

NATIONAL  GOLD  BANK  NOTES 


'This  vignette  of  gold  coins  aneears  as  the  central  design  on 
the  reverse  of  all  National  Gold  Bank  Notes  of  California 
Issued ^ from  1870  to  1875  in  denominations  of  $5  - ^10  - $20  - 
$50  - $100.  These  notes  In  ton  grades  are  very  rare.  All  were 
Issued  In  California.  There  was  a National  Gold  Bank  in  Boston, 
the  Kidder  National  Gold  Bank,  oer  the  Donlon-Kagin  6th  edition, 
which  received  notes  of  $50  - $100  - $500  - 5?  1000,  all  notes 
having  been  returned  for  cancellation.  Three  California  banks 
issued  $500  notes,  only  I4  notes  still  outstanding,  but  none  are 
known  to  exist  today. 

This  vignette  shows  coins  of  $1  - $2-1  - $3  - $5  - $10  - $20. 
Robert  Friedberg’s  2nd  Edition  says  that  all  Gold  Bank  Notes 
bear  a red  treasury  seal.  Most  have  Allison-Soinner  signatures.

' Those  to  whom  the  making  out  of  a deposit 
ticket  is  entirely  familiar,  occasionally  neglect  to 
•'  hand  one  in  with  their  deposits.  This  necessi- 
tates the  teller  taking  time  to  make  out  the  fick- 
et,  thus  delaying  his  work  and  holding  up  any 
.,Dciucr  customers  who  may  be  waiting  their  turn 
at  the  Wicket.  Aside  from  this,  a more  accurate 
check  on  money  deposited  can  be  made  if  counted 
and  listed  by  the  depositor  and  then  counted  and 
checked  by  the  teller.  Another  thing— paper 
’ money  should  always  be  assorted  according  to 
denomination  and  all  laid  one  way  and  face  up. 
It  should,  of  course,  all  be  in  only  one  compact 
package  when  it  goes  in  to  the  teller,  but  ones 
"’should  not  be  mixed  in  with  fives  and  tens. 
Counting  monev  that  is  thrown  tnfje^hrr  rnfrnrrt- 
less,  is  a slow  process,  and  you  will  save  time 
r for  yourself  and  much  needless  trouble  and  an- 
..  noyance  to  the  teller  if  you  will  observe  this. 

Be  careful  to  endorse  all  checks  and  drafts  be- 
fore you  deposit  them,  and  see  that  the  endorse- 
ment is  identical  with  the  initials  and  the  spell- 
ing of  your  name  on  the  face  of  the  check  or 
draft,  even  if  it  is  wrong — you  can  endorse  cor- 
rectly below  the  first  endorsement. 

Always  endorse  a check  or  draft,  or  any  form 
which  requires  endorsing,  on  the  left  hand  end- 
just  hold  the  check  in  the  natural  way  to  read  it, 
then  turn  it  over— not  end  over  end,  but  sidewise, 
and  endorse  it  across  the  left  hand  end.  If  you 
will  always  remember  that  an  endorsement 
should  be  on  the  same  end  on  the  back  of  the 
check  that  the  words,  “Pay  to  the  order  ” appear 
on  the  front,  you  will  not  Jorce  the  teller  to  turn 
every  other  check  or  draft  around  to  read  the  en- 
dorsement. If  yours  is  the  first  endorsement, 
write  it  near  the  top  of  the  cheok  and  leave  some 


room  for  the  next  fellow.  If  there  are  other  en- 
dorsements, write  yours  under  the  last  one. 

Wow,  in  the  matter  of  coin  : We  will  appreciate 
it  if  you  will  take  time  to  wrap  the  smaller  de- 
nominations into  rolls,  marking  the  amount,  the 
kind  of  coin  and  your  name  or  initials  on  the  out- 
side of  the  roll.  The  most  convenient  amount  to 
the  roll  is  as  follow  3 : -*  !»v

IIBSR I A TAPER  HONEY 

Africa’s  first  republic,  Iiberin,  was  settled  in  l8P?  as  a 
homeland  for  freed  American  slaves,  funded  by  the  United  States. 
The  country  is  on  the  south  edge  of  the  West  African  bulge  be- 
tween Sierra  Leone  and  Ivory  Coast.  The  caoitol  of  Monrovia 
was  named  for  President  James  Monroe.  Their  constitution  is 
modeled  after  our  US  Constitution. 

Albert  Pick  lists,  in  his  lith  Edition  Vol  2,  17  early  bank 
notes  issued  1857  - 1880,  all  crnite  rare  today.  After  1880 
United  States  dollar  notes  were  circulated  and  in  1943  US  money 
was  made  legal  renlacing  British  West  African  currencies.  Li- 
beria has  its  own  -present  day  coins  and  uses  our  paper  money. 

Pick's  4th  Edition  Vol  1 shows  10  notes  of  the  American  Colon- 
ization Society  and  the  Maryland  Colonization  Society,  The 
Maryland  Society  notes  are  also  expounded  in  a Coin  World  article 
on  page  52  of  10-31-84  in  which  Hank  W.  Schab  described  in  the 
Maryland  Numismatist  the  five  notes  depicting  a head  of  tobacco 
on  the  5^»  a rooster  on  the  10c , one  duck  on  the  25^ , two  ducks 
on  the  50 i,  and  a goat  on  the  §1. 

The  ROCK  OF  GIBR.iLTAR  is  3hown  on  all  banknotes  o^0ibraltai*v 
from  1927  to  the  present,  #11  to  ?3«  Gibraltar  has  had  no  new 
issue  since  1975. 

The  CZECHOSIOVAK  NATICNAI  BANK  in  1928  began  printing  its  own 
notes  in  a special  printing  house  established  in  Prague.  "Hither- 
to” says  the  Nov  1928  Numismatist  Hthe  notes  had  been  made  in 
the  U.S."
